INTELLIGENCE FROM FRANCE. - 

French papers by exprefs, ‘to the 12th infant in- 
clufive, have been received. ~ 

Relative to the engagement in the Mediterranean, 
they contain the following articles’: 

Copy of a Letter from the Comptroller-General of the 
Eaftern Army in Egypt,’ to a friend at Paris, inter- 
ceptéd in the veffel which had Buonaparte’s difpatch- 
es on board : ‘ 

LIBERTY. EQUALITY. 

From E. Poussieulqne, Comptroller-General of the expences 
of the Eastern Army, and Administrator-General of finance. 

“ Rosetta, in Egypt, e7th Thermidor, 
646 year of the French Republic, or 
34 of August, 1798. 

“ We have juft been witneffes, my dear friend, to a 
naval combat, the moft bloody and unfortunate that for 
many ages has taken place. And yet we know not all 
the circumflances ; but thofe which we are already ac- 
quainted with are frightful in the extreme. 

“‘ The French fquadron, confifting of 13 fail of the 
line, one of which was a three-decker, of 120 guns, and 
three others of 80, were anchored in line of battle in 
the bay of Abouker, or Cunope, the only one there is 
on all the coaft of Egypt. For thefe eight days pait, 
feveral thips and frigates belonging to the Englith have 
at different times been in fight, reconnoitring the pofi- 
tion of our fleet, fo that we have been in momentary €x- 
pectation of being attacked, In a direét line from A- 
bouker to Rofecta, the diftance is about four leagues and 
a half; from the height:to the latter place our fleet is 
perfe&ly feen and diftinguifhed. The 14th of this month, 
at half palt five o’clock in the evening, we heard the fir- 
ing of cannon ; this was the commencement of the bat- 
tle. We immediately got upon the terraces, on the tops of 
the higheft houfes, and on the little eminencies; from 
whence we plainly perceived ten Englifh thips of the 
line ; the others we could not fee. The cannonade 
was very heavy until about a quarter after nine o’clock, 
when, favoured by the night, we perceived an immenfe 
light, ‘which announced to us that fome fhip was on fire. 
At this time the thgader of cannon was heard with 
redoubled fury, and at ten o’clock the fhip on fire blew 
up with the moit dreadful explofion, which was heard 
at Rofetta in the fame manner as the explofion of the 
Grenelle at Paris. When this accident happened, the 
molt - profound filence took place for the {pace of about 
ten minutes ; from the moment of the explofion until 
out hearing it might take up about two minutes. ‘The 
firing commenced again, and continued without inter- 
mifion until threé o’clock in the morning; it ceafed 
almolt entirely antil five, when it commenced again with 
as great vivacity as ever.

‘This morning news 
has arrived to us from Alexandria, which confirms our 
loffes. Rear Admiral De Creft is killed, alfo Vice 
Admiral Blanquet Duchaila ; five thips have ftruck their 
colours. The ‘Tonnant was the lait ihip in action ; Du- 
petitar; "who tommanded her, had his two legs carried 
off by a éanfon fhot. The fhips efcaped, are the Gujl- 
laume Tell, and the frigates Diane and Juftice. They 
fay it was the Artemize that blew up the morning before 
yelterday; ‘many things relative to this battle are yet to 
learn. - They fay thar the, Engliflr-Admiral has feng a 
flag of truce to Alexandria, demanding that they fhould 
receive and take care of the wounded, which amount 
to 1500. They will fend us all our prifoners. As yet 
tam ignorant of what has been decided on. 

* E have had, fince my arrival here, my portrait, in 
profile, taken by an able artift Citizen Benay ; it is faid 
to be very like, but we have fo many Englifh around 
us, that for fear of its falling into they hands, or going 
to the bottom of the fea, I dare not fend it.

Gen. Vabois et Regnault (de Saint Jean-d’Angely) 
immediately publifhed a2 Proclamation, announcing the 
triumphs of Buonaparte in Egypt, and the check which 
our ficet has received, of which the following is an ex- 
trad : 

Our fquadron was not able to get into the port of 
Alexandria, ia the Road of which was not fudicient 
water. Jt anchored.in a road at about a league and a 
half’s diftance. There it was attacked on the’ 15th 
Thermidor (Auguit 2.) at five in the evening, by the 
Britith fleet of +5 fail of the line againft our 13. 

“* Our brave feamen, however, made a vigorous re- 
fiftance, and, after one hour’s fighting, the Admiral 
was killed by a cannon ball. Victory, faithful to our 
troops on land, has deferted our failors ; but they fhall 
be avenged. ‘The lofs of the enemy already confoles 
their tears. We are affured that the Englifh Admiral 


and two others are much damaged. 

** The foldiers of the regiment of Malta were on 
fhore with the victorious legions of Buonaparte. The 
Galley was in the port wit} the convoy, which has fuf- 
fered no injury; and the two demi-galleys of Civita- 
Vecchia, manned by fome Maltefe, protect the water- 
ing place at the mouth of the Nile, and have not been 
attacked. ‘

EXPEDITION 


OF BUONAPARTE.

Ta aformer paper we ftated the pofhbility that Buo- 
naparte, inftead of crofling the ifthmus of Suez, in order 
to fave the perilous navigation of the narrow extremity 
of the Red Sea, and the difficult rout acrofs that part of 
the defert, would afcend the Nile to Siena, or Cous, 
from whence he might pafs the defert to Coffeir. This 
idea was founded upon the exprefs opinion of late tra- 
vellers, and that this is by far the molt eligible mode of 
communication with India by the Red Sea. Nor is 
this a chimerical project, or a vain fpeculation. In 
aficient times Egypt enjoyed the commerce of India 
throuph the Red Sea, not by the port of Suez, and 
the journey acrofs the defert to Cairo, but by the pore 
of Coffeir, from whence by the caravans the commoa:- 
ties of the Indies were tranfported to Cous and Coph- 
thos, and then diftributed over Egypt by the navigation 
of the Nile. Tiat this was the café will appear from 
an abridgment of the obfervations made by Savary upon 
this fubjeat *. ae 
~ Above Giena (fays this learned and judicious 
traveller) are the ruins of Cophthos. This city, fituated 
“upon an eminence, furrounded by the waters of the Nile, 
énjoyed the greate(t advantages for the commerce of the 
Red Sea.—Strabo defcribes it in the following terms : 
* A canal from the Nile terminates at Cophthos..... 
The of the navigation at the narrow extremity 

of the Red Sea, induced him to execute this underta- 

king, the utility of which was demonftrated by its im- 
tmenfe advantages. ‘The produdlions of . Arabia, of 
\- Tadia, and Ethiopia foon were brought to Cophthos by 

) the Arabian Gulph, This city is at this day the en- 

trepot of the commodities of the Eaft. They were no 
landed at Bestnice, but at Rat (or Coffeir), not 
far from it, where a navy is maintained. At firft they 
tfavelled by night on camels, and directed their courfe, 
like. mariners, by the light of the ftars. They were 
alfo obliged to fornith themfelves with a provifion of 
water fufficient for a j of fix or feven days. At 
oe they ufe that which is colleéted in deep wells 

cifterns, which they have dug, &e.’ 

“ft The riches which Cophthos derived from the 
commerce of the Indies, rendered it extremely flouri(h- 
ing. © Its inhabitants, however, having become coriverts 

Chriftianity, ‘ateraéted the perfecution of Dioclefian, 
deftr their city. Cous, formerly the city of 
Apollo, rofe upon the s of Cophthos. The mer- 
chants fettled in Cous, and commerce long continued 
to flourifh there, according to Abulfeda.—*‘ Cous (fays 
he) fitwated ‘to the eaft of the Nile, is the largeft city in 
Egypt next to Foftat. It is the entrepot of the com- 
sce cf Aden. Commodities are landed at Coffeir, 
oe whence they arrive at Cous after three days acrofs 
the defert.’

“fituation of this port is fo favourable for the exchange 
of the produétions of Egypt with thofe of Arabia and 
India, that its commerce, though greatly diminithed, 
ftili fubfifts. It is certain that a nation powerful by 
fea could ‘quickly remove thefe obftacles, and fecure 
prodigious advantages from this important commerce.— 

Every thing depends apon the means employed.’ 

Savary then proceeds to relate the journey of M. 
Chevalier with difpatches from the French in Bengal to 
Grand Cairo, by the route of Cofleir acrofs the 
Defert to Giena. This journey was performed in fum- 
mer, while the heats were exceflive. M. Chevalier and 

“his little party, though greatly harraffed by the Arabs, 
arrived fafe. 

Savary continues—* The route to Coffeir is not at- 
tended with the fame inconveniences in winter. The 
heat is moderate. ‘The attacks of Brigands is the only 
thing which travellers have to apprehend ; but by form- 
ing into troops their purfuit may be defied. Even dur. 
ing the fummer, yby furnifhing a ftock of provifions and 
carrying a fupply of water in earthen jars or fkins, men 
accuftomed to warm climates perform this journey with- 
out inconvenience. . ; , : "i 

‘Were Egypt to fall into the hands of an enlightened 
people, the route to Coffeir would be rendered 4afe and 
commodious. Iam convinced that it would even be 
poffible to turn a branch of the Nile into this deep 
valley where the fea has formerly lowed. This canal 

ars to me not more difficult than that which Am- 
ron executed from Foftat to the Red Sea. It would 
be attended with much greater advantages, fince it 
would fave fhips from India about an hundred leagues 
of perilous navigation through the narrow extremity of 
the Red Sea. Then we fhould quickly fee the ftuffs of 
Bengal, the perfumes of Jemen, the gold dult of Abyf- 
finia landed at Coffzir, and the grain, the linen, and the 
various productions of Egypt given in return. This 
fine country, ia the hand of a people attached to the 
arts, would foon become once more the centre’ of the 
commerce of the worfd. It would be the point of u- 
nion between Europe and Afia ; while on one fide their 
fhips navigated the Arabian gulph to India, upon the 
other they would cover the waves of the Mediterra- 
nean; Alexandria would rife from its afhes. An cb- 
fervatory erected under this ferene fry might add to the 
progrefs of altronomy. This happy country woulda fe- 
cord time bécomé the refort of the feiences, and the moft 
delightful abode upon earth. Thefe projects, Sir, are 
not chimeras. The fituation of Egypt is more advan- 
tagzous than canbe conceived. It communicates with 
the ealtern and weitern oceans. Nature has done eve. 
ry thing for it, and to raile ittoa diltinguithed height

in thefe obfervations, written twenty years ago, per- 
haps originated the celebrated expedition which now 
occupies univer{al attention. If-it be the intention of 
the French to colonife Egypt, they will, in all probabi- 
lity, endeavour to reftore Coffeir to its former :mport- 
ance, and will render the journey by land fafe and 
commodious, if they do not execute that canal which 
Savary {tates to be fo practicable. This, doubtlefs, would 
be a work of time, but notwithitanding the obftacles 
which have been conjured up from the Arabs and the 
Mamelouks, the conqueit of Egypt by the French fecms 
a work, from every account of thefe obitacles by im- 
partial travellers, by no means difficult. 

If on the contrary, Buonaparte intends to proceed 
immediately to India, it feems not improbable that he 
may chufe the route of Coffeir. The difficulty of pro- 
viding tranfports in the Red Sea will make it important 
to expofe them to as little rif as’ poflible of being def- 
troyed. If it were intended that they fhould meet him 
at Suez, they would have to perform the dangerous na- 
vigation on their way thither, and, if unfortunate in 
tlre navigation,he might find himfelf difappointed in the 
means of conveyance. 

Even were they to reach Suez in fafety, Buonaparte 

and his troops would be expofed to the fame danger on 
their return. By embarking at Coileir all this peri- 
loas navigation would be avoided. The army might 
afoend the Nile. ‘The route to Coffeir, according to 
Savary, is very practicable; water is to be found on the 
way; the heat is moderate, and very little previous ar- 
rangement would make it fafe and commodious. It is 
indeed fomewhat longer than the march to Suez; but 
by every account it is much lefs difficult. In this cafe 
the length is nothing to the danger. 
That the French may take this route, however, is on- 
ly matter of conjefture. It is a fubject, indeed, highly 
interefting to confider the difficulties and facilities with 
which this great enterprize is attended. The objet 
and the means employed to carry it into execution mult 
foon be afcertained.
